The Emperor Francis Joseph mala a 
speech in which he referred to the £ stern 
question before the delegations. This bod \ 
is a pari anient composed of 120 uunil;, r-, 
one-half of whohi are chosen by Austria 
and the other half by Hungary. The juris 
diction of the delegations ii limited t, 
foreign affairs and war. The emperor, iu 
addressing the delegations, said: "The 
foreign relations of Austria sre of the moM 
friendly nature. The recent meeting of the 
emperors at Krenisier clearly indicated to 
an unprejudiced mind that the active ano 
ti mt fill relations of Russia, Germany and 
Austria still continue, which is a very im- 
portant fact at this juncture for the peatv 
of Europe. The powers who join us will 
maintain the legal stetua of the 
Balkan States guaranteed by the 
treatise of B-rlin an Ban Htefano 
as a basis for securing peace in the 
future. The 'unanimity of the powers or. 
this point is an important guarantee of the 
success of a peaceful solution of the Roume- 
liau question.

They 
reported a disagreement, each snbmitting a 
aainple upon which ba insisted. That of 
(he rice growers was so finely ground that 
the brewers objected to it because they 
could not detect any adulteration without 
an analysis, wbile the sample submitted by 
Mr. Buscb consisted of small granulated 
rice, but sufficiently large to see that it was 
rice, and which by a recent ruling by tha 
secrets ry had been declared to come undei 
the *» per cent duty. 

Both committees then hadahenrlng befoie 
Recretarv Manning. 1'resident Miles statwl 
that the brewers were willing to do the fair 
thing toward the plantere, and regretted 
that they bad been unable to agree. His 
argument was able ami calm, aui was at- 
tentively listened to by tbe secretary. Mr. 
Buscb. gave the reason why they had to in- 
tist that the rice they use should be coarse 
enough so that with the naked eye they 
could discover any adulteration. He related 
tome of his experiences in England, how the

whole south produced. He also showed that 
the charge by the planters that brewers' rloe 
was mixed with whole rioe and sold as 
table rice was absurd, as he and one of the 
planters' committee had ascertained in sev- 
eral grocery stores, inasmuch as such mix- 
ture would not pay. 

Mr. Hchade also expressed his regret at 
aot having come to some understanding. 
He showed that the south, by furnishing 
but about nine millions of pounds of brew- 
ers' or broken rioe annually, oould not sup- 
ply the demand, as last years' importation 
amounted to no less than thirty-seven mil- 
lions of pound* Every pound which the 
*outh had to sell was eagerly bought by the 
brewers, and it was unreasonable for the 
the planters to prescribe to the brewers in 
what state they should import the balance 
they needed, and ask the government to 
force the brewers to Import the article in 
tuch a shape as could easily conceal adulter 

Both Mr Miles and Mr. Bunch again as- 
sured the secretary that the brewers bad not 
the least desire to serve as a screen for any 
Fraud on the government, or do any injury 
to the southern planters. If there had beon 
any mixing of broken and southern rice, it 
bad been done in Charleston and in the 
south by friends of the planters, but not in 
tbe north, certainly not by brewers. 

The brewers then withdrew, the rice plant- 
ars remaining with the secretary, who has 
uot yet given his decision.
